Under auspices of BNAPS - The Society for Canadian Philately 
Volume II, Number 3 Whole Number - 9 Copies Mailed 96 
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Included with this issue is a two part listing of the Study Group Roster 
as of Dec. 31. 1993. The first is a listing of all 92 members. For those 
members not desiring their address to be published only the Country of 
residence is shown. The second listing covers the Elizabethan II areas of 
interest of each member. Here again, only names аге listed where 
publishing the collecting interest was not desired. Accordingly, the 
maximum level of interest that could be reflected in any category was 74. 
Interestingly, the level of interest in each of the 8 definitive series ranges 
between 57 and 60. Commemoratives log in with 46 followed by EFOs at 
30. Twenty eight members report very interesting and a diversified range 
of special interests. While specialized interest is spread throughout the 
definitive series, the 1972-77 and 1977-83 series dominate. In reviewing 
the Roster please keep the following caveats in mind: (1) The Roster is 
only available to members. It will not be included in promotional copies 
and is not included in library copies. (2) The interest data is admittedly 
fragile as, in some instances, it does reflect the Editor's interpretation. 
If advised, corrections will be recorded and reported at an appropriate 
future date. (3) Anyone desiring to contact a member whose address is 

not listed may do so by writing the Editor. (Requests will be forwarded).

Reporting is now at hand on a number of exhibiting efforts by our 
members. From Stamp Show 93, the annual APS convention, in the 
literature competition: Charles J. G. Verge, a Vermeil - "Senator James 
A. Calder's Complete Plating of the Canada 17-Cent Jacques Cartier from 
the 1859 Cents Issue". Joseph Monteiro a Silver - "Definitives of 
Canada: The Last Quarter Century" and Paul Burega a Bronze - 
"Philiography, Volume 2". From the SESCAL '93 Literature Palmares: 
Joseph Monteiro a Silver for "Definitives of Canada: The Last Quarter 
Century (1967-1993). (Note the title now includes the specific time period). On the 
traditional side from the Peach State Stamp Show '93, Howard Ness, two 
Vermeil - "Post Office Department Official Business" & "Post Office 
Official Labels and Seals of the U. S. and Possessions". Your Editor, a 
Gold - "Canada - The 1973-77 Definitive Issues" plus the APS Research 
Medal and the APS Medal of Excellence, Post 1940. The real story here is 
Howard called me with the news the day before my surgery. Needless to 
say it was a real boost. 


There is a notice around of a unique two part self-adhesive Greetings 
stamp planned by Canada Post for 1994. Apparently it will be possible to 
personalize and create your own stamps. I envision an opportunity that 
possibly could make the Hologram story old history. 


Canadian philately needs a manual which would be a primary first 
source for both domestic and international postal rate information. The 
manual should cover the entire Elizabethan II period. Some information 
is around up to about 1980 along with some subsequent work on first 
class schedules. However, I am not aware of anything that offers 
comprehensive coverage except the Canadian Post Office Manuals. These, 
due alone to size, are not a practical answer. The 10096 solution is not 
required. What is needed is the 20% solution that answers 80% of the 
questions along with access to the full Postal Regulations through 
Canadian Postal Archives. Philately would forever be in debt to anyone 
undertaking such a project as the value for study of usage; postal 
history; rates, etc. would be priceless. If anyone is working on this 
project perhaps the Study Group could be of help. Otherwise do we have 
anyone looking for a meaningful project? Be assured the ESG stands 
ready to support.

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ELIZABETHAN MARKET REPORT 
by: Dean Mario 

September 1993 was a great month for quality Elizabethan material. On 
September 8-9, R. Maresch and Son offered a number of rarities and show- 
piece material. Lot 329, the 1969 6€ Christmas issue in NH condition with 
black colour omitted estimated at $1250 sold for $900 (prices do not include 
10% buyers' fee). The next lot was a 1976 10€ Elizabethan Caricature 
imperforate pair (NH), estimated at $504 and sold for $70. Lot 331 was the 
1973 15€ R.C.M.P. Musical Ride imperf pair without gum (estimated $500), 
sold for $250. A 1979 $2 Kluane with missing silver (lot 335) but with a 
"minute gum wrinkle" and NH sold for $300 against a Unitrade Canada 
Specialized Catalogue value of $750. Lot 339, a 1989 38€ Regiment LR plate 
block in NH condition, went for $190 just under its $200 catalogue value. 
The Firm's January sale looks good, with many imperforates including 
a1978 14€ Queen Definitive with red colour missing. They can be reached 
at 330 Bay St., Suite 703, Toronto, Ontario, М5Н 2S8. 


Montreal Stamp and Coin's public auction on September 21-22 gave 
bidders a good opportunity to obtain needed items. The bi-lingual 
catalogue was profusely illustrated in both black and white and colour. 
Lot 739 offered a dramatic perf shift on a 1961 5€ Meighen NH block of 
four estimated at $600. Although two stamps were creased, the block still 
sold for a rather high $125 (prices do not include 11% buyer' fee). Another 
perf shift was lot 740, a 1962 5€ Education NH block of ten estimated at 
$250. It sold for $275. A scarce item, the 1969 50€ Suzor-Cote issue in a 
set of six imperf progressive plate proofs on thick paper, sold for $325 
against a $1200 estimate (lot 748). 


Lot 759, the error 14€ "Albino Queen" 1978 Definitive (red colour missing) 
was estimated at $2000 and realized $1050. Lots 767 and 768 contained 
singles of the 1979 17€ Queen with missing black inscription in NH 
condition. Estimated at $750 each, and sold for $300 and $350 
respectively. The 1982 20€ Ice Skates Definitive with missing brown colour 
is very popular. Lot 771 offered a mint block of four estimated at $1200 
and sold for $375. The following lot contained a single of the same stamp 
and sold for $110 (estimate $300). Another rare item in lot 777, a 1988 
38€ Elizabeth Definitive imperf lower left block of ten with the third and 
fourth pair part imperfed was estimated at $1750 and sold for $950. Lot 
778, an imperf pair of the same stamp (booklet) estimated at $1250 sold 
for $700. The 1988 5€ Varying Hare Definitive imperf pair (lot 776) in 
"superb NH" condition sold for $850 ($1250 estimate). Although Montreal 
Coin and Stamp specialize in worldwide sales, many Elizabethan II rarities 
such as these are routinely offered in their auctions. The firm can be 
contacted at 1870 Notre-Dame West, Montreal, Quebec, H3J 1M6 
(auction rooms) or the store at 1878 St. Catherine East, Montreal, 
Quebec, H2K 2Н5. 
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Ian Kimmerly Stamp Auctions is a good source for modern material. His 
Public Auctions 443-444 on October 16 had many nice offerings and several 
bargains. I am sure many of the 500 or so lucky bidders were quite satisfied. 


These sales always have a nice selection of large lots and collections. Lot 
0560 was an accumulation of paper varieties, tagged issues, and "slightly 
better material" ranging from 4339-4621 in mint NH condition. It 
catalogued $7000 and, estimated at $1400, sold for $725. (Prices do not 
include the 1096 buyers' premium). Collections in this era which include 
Elizabethan mint NH often sell below face. In this sale various lots went 
to new homes ranging from 151/296 (lot 0565) to 25% (lot 0569) below face! 


The popular 1974 8€ Pacific Coast Indian Chief and Blanket with "missing 
bird" (lot 1008) in NH block of nine, sold for $160 vs. the estimate of $125. 
A used version sold for $209 (including commission) in the April 1993 sale. 
The 1979 35€ Christmas Doll (lot 1459) with "missing gold" error, mint NH, 
estimated $750 and sold for $575. Lot 1030, an inexpensive 1982-84 Fishing 
Spear Definitive, printed gum side mint NH, sold for $22 vs. a $30 estimate. 


Unusual Elizabethan items in this sale included two separate lots of the 
scarce 1987 36€ Purple Queen definitive in corner blocks (mint NH). Lots 
1031 and 1032 were estimated at $50 (matched set of plates) and $40 
(matched set of corners). Each sold for $44. A 1990 39€ Flag Definitive 
counterfeit block of four (with favour cancel) was offered in lot 1038 with 
an estimate of $30. It sold for $21. Another hard-to-find item was lot 
1039, a mint NH LL plate block of the 1989 38€ regiments issue. It had an 
estimate of $125 and sold above that for $150. Two 1992 signature 
souvenir sheets were also offered (lots 1040a and 1040b) with estimates of 
$75 each. Both went to a new home for $80 each. 


Kimmerly has plans to issue regular private treaty listings as well as 
conducting regular public auctions. It will be interesting to see if 
Elizabethan collectors are accommodated and offered another opportunity 
to acquire material for their collections. Ian Kimmerly Stamp Auctions 
are located at 110 Sparks Street, Ottawa, Ontario, КІР 5B6.

QUEEN ELIZABETH II - (THE FIRST DEFINITIVE ISSUE) 
by: Joseph Monteiro 


The Queen Elizabeth II definitive issue of 1953 is the first of the three 
Queen Elizabeth portrait or classical series and is generally referred to as 
the Karsh series. Never had the Post Office Department gone to such 
pains, and consulted so many people - including the Queen - in the search 
for perfection, and never have its mail been so crammed with criticism, 
some of it violent, most of it vivid. There have been hot-worded newspaper 
editorials denouncing the designing, engraving and printing as "obviously 
shoddy", and the product as "objectionable". As a result, this ill-fated 
series produced with the best of intentions did not even last for a year. 


The general theme of this series is Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth П. The 
series of postage stamps have been planned to reflect the respect and deep 
devotion of the Canadian people towards their sovereign. The higher value 
in this series commemorates an important Canadian industry. 


Each of the stamps in this Queen Elizabeth II series portrays one basis 
design, the portrait of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth the II by Josuf Karsh. 
The design was developed from a photograph suggested through the 
courtesy of Karsh of Ottawa. 


The colors of the stamps are: 1 cent brown, 2 cent green, 3 cent red, 4 
cent purple and 5 cent blue. The stamps are in small size like the stamps 
of the preceding monarch. The high value definitive stamp issued during 
this period was the light green 50 cent textile industry stamp. 


The five low value stamps are easy to understand, as there are no major 
varieties. Consequently, there is no need for some of the basic dimensions 
of classification like paper, gum or perforation. 


Sheet: The sheet stamps were printed by Canadian Bank Note Co. Limited 
(CBNC) and released on May 1, 1953 with a perforation of 12 X 12. АП the 
stamps were printed by the engraving method and used Dextrine gum. 
The quantity of stamps printed for the 1€, 2€, 3€, 4€.5€ were 169 million, 
338 million, 332 million, 406 million and 109 million, respectively. 


Booklet: The Booklet stamps were issued in panes of three, four and six. 
cents, the second with a pane of 3 cents and the third with a pane of 6 cents. 
The 1 cent was printed in panes of 3, the З cent in panes of three and four 
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with a perforation of 12 by CBNC with an English or Bilingual message 
‘Avoid Loss' or 'Evitez Les Pertes'. 


Coils: Coil stamps in denominations of 2, 3, and 4 cents were printed 
vertically by CBNC and perforated 9 1/2. Quantities were 5 million, 5.5 
million and 4.96 million, respectively. 


PRECANCELED: The2,3,4 and 5 cent PRECANCELED stamps were 
printed in sheets. The 2 cent was also printed in coils perforated 9 1/2 
while the sheet stamps are perforated 12. These were all printed by 
CBNC. 


So far no studies have appeared on this series either in books or in well 
known journals. The methodology therefore is to compare two or three of 
the leading catalogues to note if there is any variation in the reporting of 
varieties. Table I summarizes the finding by three catalogues: Scott, 
Darnell and Canada Specialized.

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An analysis of these catalogues indicates a remarkable correlation and 
p^ consistency in the varieties reported by these major catalogues. | 
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Detailed Examination: A more detailed examination of the stamps is 
concerned with paper variety and paper fluorescence. In the first Queen Elizabeth II 
series, only plain paper was used as a result there is no variation in the paper. In other 
words, no varieties have been reported on ribbed or textured papers. In addition, the 
level of fluorescence in this issue is the same namely dull, except for the 50 cents stamp 
which has been reported to exist in both dull and high fluorescence paper. There have 
also not been any published detailed studies which have reported varying levels of 
fluorescence. 


Major Varieties: The major varieties in the Karsh series can be grouped 
into: a) Stamps for Government use; b) Perfins; c) Misperforations; 


a) Stamps for Government use 
Sheet: The stamps for Government use were overprinted "С" on sheets 
and released a few months after the stamps for normal postal use were released. This is 


shown in Table II. There are two types of "G" overprints, one has been described as the 
"Flying С".

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b) Perfins 

The exact number of companies or governmental agencies 
perforating ihe stamps in this series is difficult to ascertain. At least 5 
different agencies were known to have perforated the Karsh portrait 
stamps. These are listed in table III hereafter. 





CNR perfins (C41, C42, C43, C 45, and C46) were used by Canadtan National Rallways from various offices, LA was a perfin used by the Ontario 
Legislative Assembly in Toronto PS was a perfin used by the Province of Saskatchewan, QLC was a perfin used by the part of the Department of the 
Solicitor General. WCB was a perfin used by the Workmens Compensation Board.

a) Misperforations 
Stamps exist misperforated horizontally, vertically as 
well as both horizontally and vertically. Many misperforated varieties 
exist in this series.

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POSTAGE DUE CHARGES ON INTERNATIONAL MAIL

On page 24 of Corgi Times, Sept. - Oct. 1993, a postage due cover to the 
Republic of the Philippines was presented with the notation that "The 5¢ 
Wilding short paid the rate by .07 centavos ..." While this item was 
assessed postage due of 7 Philippine centavos (not .07 centavos) the rate 
charged is a bit more complex. 


As with domestic first class mail, first class international mail was subject 
to a penalty of double the deficiency. This in turn was converted to 
French centimes. For example, in the 1959 Canada Official Postal Guide, 
one cent is written to be equivalent to three centimes, thus the double 
deficiency would be 6 centimes. If that is the case, then why is the cover 
marked 10 centimes due? 


The answer lies in section 512 of the Postal Guide: 


"MINIMUM TAX 10 CENTIMES Letters and post cards, except registered 
mail, coming from or addressed to other countries not prepaid or 


insufficiently prepaid are liable to a charge equal to Double THAT AMOUNT 
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of the deficiency to be paid by the addressees, but that charge may not be 
less than 10 centimes." 


The Philippine post office then converted 10 French centimes to 7 
Philippine centavos. There was apparently overwhelming confusion about 
the proper rate to the Republic of the Philippines as virtually every cover 
noted by this writer to this destination is short paid the 6-cent rate. While 
the cover illustrated with the franking of Philippine postage due stamps is 
quite attractive, a cover correctly franked with a single 6-cent Wilding 
would indeed be the rarity. Ed: Jeffrey, many thanks for setting the record straight.

The 
delay and switching to color increased costs dramatically. (My order was 
placed Nov. 4, 1992).

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SECTION V - COMMEMORATIVES 


The following comments were received on the disappearing bars. Scott #1116, discussed 
on page 28 of the Sept. - Oct. 1993 issue. 


From Robert Haslewood: "The length of Scott 41116 with all 3 vertical 
black bars is 2 13/16". The stamp on the left photocopy measures only 2 
1/2". It appears that the stamp was trimmed, thus the bars are missing. 


1 have bought sereral kilo mixes and most of the Scott # 1116 I have found 
in them are damaged. Most of the time the bars are cut or torn off." 


From Francois Alarie: "This stamp (Scott 4 1116) is the widest Canadian 
stamp ever produced, about 73 mm wide. Usually the bars and the design 
are 23-24 mm apart. As I see it, the example withthe disapearing bars is a 
stamp that was either cut or torn as it measures only 63mm in width and 
the distance between bars and design is still 24 mm. In kiloware this is 
not unusual." Francois included photocopies of similiar findings which 
are being passed along to Peter Johnson. 


From Bill McCann: "A few of these booklets were found miscut, far enough 
to the right side to produce a right tag bar but no left bar. Others show 
the reverse, a left bar but no right bar. These I found in a large lot. Ken 
Rose was informed for his listings." 
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Bil McCann also sent along this photocopy of the current Christmas 
discount booklets with an interesting variety showing one pin missing in 
.each horizontal row of perfs. The blank area is smooth, no marks at all. 
Bill reports he was told 30 copies were found in Montreal and that he was 
able to purchase 20. 
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SECTION VIII-ALL OTHER: "Canada - Postage Paid - Port Paye" Revisited 


John Aitken has a set of perhaps unusual examples of the use of the 


"Canada - Postage Paid - Port Paye" hand stamp. 


Shown are Scott #5 - UX ббс 
(14 green George VI); UX 75 
(24 Olive Green George VI); 
and UX 92 (2€ Green revised 
Karsh. The cards are all ad- 
dressed to Water Resources 
Division in Vancouver. They 
evidently qualified for the 
Government mail card rate, 
i.e. printed matter rate. At the 
time (1964 or 1966) for the 24

The three cards bear a rubber 
hand stamp, like the one de- 
scribed by Bill Pekonen on 
page 1-5-70 toward the end 
of the article. John reports 
this is the first time he has 
seen this combination of 
hand stamp and postal card.

Also, does any- 
one know if the Water 
Resource people ever made 
up the difference in postage?
